Character building and youth 
guidance agencies such as Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, YMCA and 
YWCA, now serving more than 
75,000 boys and girls, have been 
'allotted $816,999.46. Allocations 
for the Youth Project, which last 

,year received $249,000, have not 
yet been announced, but are ex­ 
pected to Increase the total ex­ 
penditure for youth to well over 
$1,000,000.

Advised On Sale 
Out-Of -State Cars

Used car dealers 'and all other 
persons who have sold or are 
about to sell a vehicle or vehi­ 
cles brought Into California from 
other states, were advised by 
Edgar E, Lampton, Director of 
Motor Vehicles that sales made 
within thirty days after arrival 
of the vehicle constitute prima 
facie evidence that caravan fees 
are due.

Prepare To Move

The War Relocation Authority 
has reported that more than 70C 
Japanese-Americans, on the local 
flight strip, will be re 
located to other districts, May 1 
Some will go to trailer camps In 
San Fernando Valley where 300 
can be handled.

With the War Relocation 
Authority winding up its affairs 
on July 1 as decreed by Con­ 
gress, all Japanese remaining In 
the projects on May 1 will be 
given housing where jobs In 
agriculture . and industry are 
conveniently located to transpor­ 
tation facilities, the WRA as­ 
serted. Those unable to work 
for reason of age, Illness, chil­ 
dren and elderly people, will be 
cared for In some way, it was 
said.

Insurmountable difficulties 
have been encountered at the 
Lomita center for the reason of 
lack of transportation to places 
of employment, especially to 
areas where the men and worn- 
'n could work in the fields.
